Coming down from Cherbourg toward 
Paris tiny of (he vistas are strongly sug- 
festive of England — trim little farms, 
whose quaint oid honses hide behind tree 
ad ledge ; moss-green open byres, where 
sleek cattle chew their reflective cuds, any 
slemdid, towermg old trees, among the 
finest m France, And the roads—troval 
hivhways, smooth as floors, bordered hy 
endless processions of trees, as carefully 
tended nnd trinuned as if they were in a 
patk. Tike gaunt sentinels, they pormt 
out the road and its direction as far as 
the eve can reach, and fival in their erect 
precision the troops forowhem the roads 
wert originally built. 

What an air the many mud-houses 
lave, with their preat thatched roofs!

Caen. where he and his Duchess, Matilda, 
who defied the canon law by smrryitig 
within the forbidden degrees of consan- 
guinity, did royal penance by building 
two great ableyvs, whose churches of St. 
Btienne (St Stephen ) and La. Trinite 
contribute so greatly to Caen’s beauty toe 
day. Willam's: church of St. Etietine, 
stark and bold and lofty, most woneder- 
fully represents his indomitable spirit and

The smaller, richer, and more delicate 
Trinte is wo less chanicterttically fem: 
ining a monument to Duchess Matiida 

Another memorial, an imsignificant sin- 
wle stone in a pretty, forgotten, fuwer- 
starred byway of the old Protestant cem- 
ttery, tmarks the spot where Deaw [rtien- 
mel, the tian who for all time made 
“exquisite propriety im dress the stand- 
ard, lies in oblivion beneath the waving 
prasses of this Norman hillside. 

Caen boasts many splendid palaces. of 
the merchant princes who flourished <o 
magnificently diring the Renaissance, and 
just below the old castle their attitheses 
ina twisty labyrinth ot wandering streets 
full.of quaint old lesser honses:. Right m 
the leart of the town, where the two 
hitsiest streets cross, the flower market 
splashes » great dah of brilliant ecilor on 
the gray old stenes—flowers in pots, in 
frames, in Inige wntied inches cover the 
sidewalk and the curb in the prateful 
shadow of the trees, 

Below the tawn tdles the lovely little 
Orne, a sleepy stream, at sunset a dream- 
river, running noiselessly by  heoad, 
crissy, treeshedged promenates oid tyesh 
Theos, where Eray and brown THets 
overhang the walls and the multi-eolored 
rowboat: glow like strange jewels: upon 
the river’s plactd brenst, Queer little 
rickety hridges bar its shining length as 
it slips northward out of the city, and 
away through the lovely Norman com- 
try of great, rolling fields, golden with 
grain and datted with farm-houses, amd 
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apple orchards, toward the gleaming 
white said-dunes that fringe the lay of 
the Scine with iridescence:

Canal, You can almost shake hands from 
deck to deck, as the vessels pass benween 
the endless lines of serried poplars, The 
Normans themselves, blond and tall and 
handsome, contrilute in no small derree 
tu the heauty of the scene with their de- 
cidedly English coloring and appearance.

Across the bay from the mouth of the 
Chene are the mouth of the Seine ancl the 
great slip-iniidiog and commercial port 
af Le Wavre The glorious river that 
leads froin [livre to Remen and on to. 
Paris is a stream of delights, winding 
tortuomsty among litth towns, farms, the 
ghostly ruins if former pranideur like 
Jomeges, and between chalky cliffs. now 
and again, that rise hundreds of feet 
tieve the river, or, low amd beethmg. 
shelter astonishing cave communities, 
whose homes are bored right into the 
solid rock, | | 

Splendid worded peninsulas jut ot 
inte the stream, that.widens below Rogen 
inte as majestic a flood as the Hudsons: 
and then the ancient pirate stronghold 
itself comes into wiew, shrouded with the 
smoke of its factories and busy with the 
activities whith have tuken the place of 
the industries of a thousand vears nigh, 

How can we deserbe this city of the 
firates; how give a picture of the long 
qunys beside the river, shining in the 
hritfians sunshine after a aummer’s rain; 
the broad thoroughfares plowed right 
thretigi the old town and lined with dull 
modern howses; the occasional bit= of the 
Alidle Ages that «tt Hunger here and 
there in seme Old street whose hoses: 
peep and mutter at one another across 
the way? Such is the dark, crooked, vil- 
lhineusly paved Rue de St. Remain, he- 
side the cuthedral, one of whose houses, 
the Rovennays, called the “Howse of 
the Bishops” lecomse, farsaoth, tt: corbels 
aire decorated with bishaps’ leads.

Between Périgueux and Albi isa chain

The tity blooms with beautiful avemtes. 
and parks, The Garonne isa picture, 
with its quaint and pnectent mulls, its:

inmmerable fishermen, who angle from 
every ier, in every mill siuice, out of 
boats and trees, and from sanl-bars, [Hot 
these are features. Trmlouse would he 
robbed of much of tts character and

compare arses pe architecture, sculp- 
tire, hydrauhe engineering, horticulture, 
and all the rest.

The great, shattered amphitheater tells 
mare trily of Roman days, with its ter- 
rific masses Of masonry and its “agres- 
tion of cruel sports; and where two busy 
‘Streets cross, amung the scanty remains 
of the forum, rises the most brilliant of 
all the roms i France, the litte “temple 
of the fortunate princes of youth.” Tt is 
exquisite—a jewel so rare that vot es even 
its hrummagem setting can dim the hoster 
of the Greek spirit that infuses every de- 
tail of it, Roman thongh it be ‘To this 
dav it re veals the breadth, and ceorkt of 
the architeertral penitis w ith found one 
of its loftiest expressions in the valley of 
the Gardon, a few miles awav, when it 
threw across the gorme the tremendoms 
three-storied saiseauice that is so, heauti- 
ful because it so perfectly expressed the 
purpose of its builders (see page 404). 


THE FRENCH COLORADO 


To the north and west of the great 
cities and fertile plains le the wild 
Jurassic limestone jlateaux—from 2,500 
to 3.700 feet above sen-level—barren and 
treeless and almost uninhabited, where 
the rivers Tarn, Lot, Jerite, Duurlhie, 
Hérault, and their tributaries. have hewn 
theniselves deep beds. Most impressive 
of these is a gorge of the Tarn, a chaém 
from Bon to 1,000 feet deep and from 
half to three-quarters of po mile wide, 
compatable only to our own Cafion of 
the Coloradn, 

The walls rise here in sheer precipices, 
there in’ heetling heights that aullenty 
overhang the ms.

For a0 niles the canon twists arid lends 
and winds, now apparently blocked! com- 
pletely by a towering mass, now sceming 
to slip under a ponderous natural bridge, 
where an overhanging cliff looks as if it 
touched the opposite. precipice.

Enitmie appears, at the bottom of an 
astonishing chasm 1.600 feet deep.

Their cosiutve is the most che 
gant and distinctive in France—a ‘sweep+ 
ing black gown, with a sheer white 
ficha—the hair drawn softly op into a 
high knot on the top of the head, where 
it is covered by a bat of filmy white lace 
and banded with a load, bhick velvet 
nibberr with one short Hyimge end.

There ts probably no part of the world 
m which prehistoric voleanic action ein 
be so easily studied and understood as in 
the old province of Auvergne, It is 
warty with three groups of extinct wal- 
Canoes, arid bubbles with iiportant me 
dicinal springs; itis full of roral beauty 
and urban significance in architecture. 
The voleanoes ore so. svrnimetrically 
round-topped, they must, have logked like 
titarine olel- fashioned coke-ovens when 
they were “pom.” Now, cooled aff, 
they are rich in the myst fertile of snils. 

One has an excellent oheervatury for 
this on the tratefuniculiar that ascends 
the Puy de Dome, opening: atevery turn 
some Tew. pid inspiring vista of the 
round heads of ie domes fading into the 
distance, their dark flanks splashed with 
vivid vellow gorse, eee of grain wr 
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plowed earth, fired siggestively with 
popes, aed touched tr places with: elis- 
ters wf enurmous, tigerish violets striped 
with black. 

The coming of a storm 45 marvelous; 
vou seems easpended in vacancy, while the 
tops df the vores whitl away, ome after 
another, and vanish inte emptiness long 
before the charging mam clonds blot out 
the world paar Curiwus prottovs: in- 
numerible glancing cascades, and littl 
mountain likes add to the interest ard 
beanty of the region, 

Clermont-Ferrand — Bright Mount, he- 
cause Of the stnshine that foods i, while 
the newhboring domes are swathed in 
fog and mists—is anything but a eloamy 

lace, though built almesi entirely of 
heck Java. The tohabitants are as sunny 
as the town, from those old folks and 
children who sun themselves in the high 
Mee Poterme, with tts views af the 
domes, to the sleek goats, who stroll after 
their piping herdsman theoigh the large 
and handsome Mlace de Jaude, while the 
sidewalks, filled with choirs and covered 
with lirieht awirings, shelter a cosmo- 
politan throng sipping its tea and apéri-

Here once more we find that architec- 
fure has strikingly adapted itself to the 
miiterial resources of the district and the 
haters of the local lariders. Tie notable 
Church of Notre Dame du Part is a tyypi- 
cil specimen of the Auvergnat stvle of 
Romanesque, wit its black and white 
volcanic miais, curious pedestal above 
the crossing os a Support for the octag- 
onal tower, andl four syvermetrically ra- 
hating apse chapels.

Tt alo portrays clearly 
and harmoniously the developinent of the 
suimptiews tresdentil chateau from the 
stronghold pure mic smmyile. 

Loches, high upon its hill above the

A LADYHINT! OF AN ACHWONISMS: 


Seen from the massive bridge over the 
Loire, the town of Mois rises in ters and 
terraces from the bustling present of 
waterside commerce up tito the historic 
past. Fras a labyrinth of anachrontsts. 
Fascinating houses, with carved facades; 
ethers gleaming. trom top to bottom with 
slates; and styleless modern dwellings 
and shops all face upon flowery streets 
through which clang twentieth-century 
trolley cars; Great churches hice up 
black littl ‘alleys or face vast, deserted 
dirt siuares, while modern business has 
lastered glaring advertisements, in col- 
ors that shock, wpwin houses and buildings 
that ontiyht to be musemns of antwputty.

were thrown into prison and permitterl 
to languish and die without even knowing 
the nature af the offenses with which 
they were charged. Words, indeed, are 
Indequate to portray the pitable pond 
tions of the poorer classes through the 
century pteceding the Revolation. ‘They 
were forbidden to fence their fields for 
the protection of their crops, lest. the 
fences should interfere with the lord's 
progress during the hunt, They were 
even prohibited from cultivating their 
ficlds wt ceriain seasons, in order that the 
game for the lord's bag might not be dis- 
turbed. One who saw ft all wrote that 
France had “degenerated into a hospital 
full of woe atid empty of food.” 

As the French populace looked across 
the Adlantic to America, Whose freedom 
their country had helped achieve they saw 
the Arcadia of their philosophers’ dreams 
rentized The people they had helped set 
free in the New World were an mapita- 
tion, an Object-lesscn, and an-appeal to 
them. It-may well be doubted whether 
America. coul) have achieved her free- 
dom but for the help of the French and 
the bell of human liberty she set to ring- 
ing. And vet who can say that America 
did not mere than repay the debt by the 
inspiration and the. encouragetnent she 
rave to France? 

Be that as itomay, however, France 
rose boldly and resolutely to the grim 
task she had before her of depesing the 
central doctrine of continental Europe, 
as it extsted in those days, the doctrine 
of “the divine mght of kings.”

Even while owe Henrys and our Auon- 
cocks were thundering. at the iniqtities of 
colonial rule in America and crying to 
heaven for freedom for their country, the 
distant thunder of the approwching: sterm 
im France could be heard. How often 
had Lowis XV sensed its comimg in his 
exchimanon, “After us the deluge!" : for 
he was statesman enough to realize that 
the sins of extravagance were finding- gut 
their authors, and that corruption in high 
places was becoming such that the body 
politic could stand it no more. 

It was a tottering throne that Journ 
XV left to his grandson, Louis V1, and 
a not-too- strong king inherited it, al-

thoueh he did all he could to stay the 
storm. He called to his aid the most 
eminent men oof France and consulted 
with the nobles and the clergy ; but every 
class was ready to surrender the privi- 
leges and special favers of all the other 
classes but their own: so nothing of mo- 
ment resulted. 

Ther, for the first time in 175 year. 
wus convened the States-General, an al- 
thost forgotten assembly composed of the 
nobility, the clergy, and the comm 

When the king convened tits body, Ihe 
expected all votes in its deliberations to 
be taken by classes. In this way the 
clergy and the nobles could: outvete the 
commens. Et when the deliberations 
began the representatives of the commons 
determined that votme should be done 
hy individuals, For five weeks the war 
raged, and the compions, emboldened by 
public opinion without, took a decisively 
revolutionary step by declaring them- 
selves the National Assembly and inviting 
the other two orders to join them, which 
they Laver diel. 

TU BASTILN'S FALL, 
. Then Followed the sterming of the 
Bastile, of whose fall the great English 
statesman, Fox, declared : “Howe much is 
this the greatest event that ever happened 
in the world, and how much the best 1” 

The subsequent story of the French 
Revolution is a long and painful one. 

All Europe was watching with the ut- 
most anxiely the entree of events in 
France, forthe people everywhere knew 
that the cause of the French republicans 
was their own, while the kings under- 
stouml that the cause of Lows XVT was 
theirs. These kings reasoned) that if the 
French people should be allowed to over- 
tum the throne of their hereditary sev 
ereign, who, after thar, would respect the 
“divine right of kings"?

tress, Whe can estimate the betehts to 
humanity of the wonderful discovery af 
Pasteur? Whiern one tries to comprehend 
the far-reaching results already attained 
and to estimate these that may yet flow 
out of that hase diseavery, one's mind 
is simply unable to grasp ital. 

Certain it that the lifesaving pro- 
cesses teared on the great foundation 
bit hy Pasteur-are saving mare people

on the other, The Swiss system & par- 


ticularly interesting to Americans because.

Switzerland and the United States, the 
similar aspirations of ther people, and 
the close relationship af their needs, 
Atthough they have democratic ten- 
dencies perhaps stronger than our own, 
iithough they believe itr local self-gov- 
ernment perhaps more thoroughly than 


wre do, and although they possess a very 


devi, conviction that central atithority 
must nat encroach wpan the rights of the 
cantons, the people of Switzerland! have 
made themselves a nation wider arn, 
vet a nation without the slightest thought 
of adding a foot to its territory or of 
disturbing that peace whose blessings tt 
leaves and appreciates. _f 

There is nothing tn Switzerland corre- 
sponding to a regular army, One mgt 
hunt for months around the contry 
without finding one man whose proies- 
sion temilttary : yet almiist as hard weld 
it be to dizeover one able-bodied citizen 
who has mot had some soldier training, 

OURS MONTLEAA TION 

While Switrerland has a population 
smaller than that of Massachusetts, with 
an area twice as large, it can mobilize 
240,000 met im 24 hours, On the same 
basis, the United States could put 6.000,- 
poa men inte the field, theugh of course 
it would take longer to get them to cen- 
tral points of mobilization, Behind a 
field army of 240,000 the Swtss have 
5 reserve of eqtml proportions. The 
United States could, under the Swiss 


system, have a trained army of citizens 
reaching a grand total of 16,000,000 men 
of all arms. Under that standard we 
would have ifo trained men from every 
town of 1,000 population; while a county 
ef 30,000 inhabitants could thus send 
2,400 mien to the frent and hold as many: 
more m reserve, | | 
There is no soaldiery in the military 
world. costing as Htth per man as the 
Swiss; . 
This difference arises from the fact 
that the army of the Swiss Confederation 
is in truth a citizenarmy. It is organized 


on whit las been called the “voluntary 


compulsory” sy¥stem, to which the Swiss. 
people have ireely resigned themselves 
in order to guarantee the mdependence 
of their country. They were the first 
people of Europe to introduce universal 
liahility to nulitary service. 


CNIVERSAT. SERVICE 


Universal compulsory military service 
in Switzerland dates from 1474, when the 
old system of requiring cach canton to 
raise an allorment of three men for every 
hitidred men of its pepulation was done 
away with, andl the system of requiring 
every able-lodied sian to meet for tram- 
ig was substituted, The mew system 
worked with wery little: trouble or fretion 
from the beginning, and the Swiss people 
aré very proud of their citizen army, 

In its fundamentals the idea of the 
eltizen soldier laid down by the men who 
framed the Constitution of the Limited 
States is the same as that followed in the 
drzanization of the Swiss anny: The 
Swiss do in practice what we do tm 
theory.
